Ansley Hotel To Install

One short week after the nation’s worst hotel disaster, 
Carling Dinkler, President of the Ansley Hotel, has announced 
contracts have been let for safety factors at the Ansley Hotel 
embodying all recommendations made so far by experts investi- 
gating the Winecoff Hotel catastrophe. 

Dinkler’s action is the most far-reaching taken by any of the 
city’s hotels, most: of which have indicated they will make any 
changes necessary the moment the City or State requires them.

“Production of building mate 
rials has been increasing enor- 
mously and there is no doubt that 
we will get housing in 1947. But 
we won't get as much housing, 
or at as favorable a price to yet- 
erans, as we had anticipeted.” 


On the other hand, Frank W. 
Cortright, Vice President of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders, predicted a large volume 
of comparatively low-cost homes 
and greater activity in every field 
of construction. He noted that the 
steps ordered by the President are 
“the things that we have been ad- 
vocating.” 

The President fixed no specific 
housing goal for 1947. Wyatt's ob- 
jective was 2,500,000 units started 
in 1946 and 1947, of which 1,200,- 
000 were to be under way this 
year. Prospects are that something 
over 1,000,000 will be under way 
by the year’s end. 

Several questions remained un- 
answered in the Presidential an- 
nouncement. A major one was: 
What happens to the approxi- 
mately 500,000 homes now under 
construction which builders prom- 
ised to Offer to veterans at a cer- 
tain price? 

NHA officials, only a few of 
whom were consulted in prepara- 
tion of the new policy, said they 
could not supply the answer but 
“could not imagine” that the price 
lid would be removed from these 
houses entirely.

One of the first flare-ups this 
year of teachers’ dissatisfaction 
with current salary ranges caused 
the closing of 25 high and gram- 
mar schools in Paterson, N,. J., in 
February. Of the system’s 789 
teachers, 624 reported ill when 
their demand for cost-of-living 
bonuses of from $200 to $45 was 
refused. Back at work the next 
day, they began a house-to-house 
drive for support. — 


| At Norwalk, Conn., there was 
an eight-day hiatus in August. 
|The Board of Education and the 
‘Norwalk Teachers Union had 
agreed in 1945 upon a salary 
schedule for 1946 but the Norwalk 
tax body refused to vote suffi- 
cient funds. The teachers de 
clined to sign contracts at lower 
salaries. The impasse ended after 
the State Education Commissioner 
threatened to seize the schools. An 
agreement was made whereby 
two-thirds of the necessary funds 
were allotted to the teachers and 
the Board entered into a collective 
bargaining agreement for negotia- 
tion of future contracts. 


After the Autumn opening of 
school about 100 rural teachers in 
Portsmouth, Ohio, who had signed 
contracts for the year, struck for 
an increase of $300 per year. They 
returned to work after four days 
upon receiving the promise of in- 
creased pay. 


Teachers of rural districts at 
Wilkes-Barre and East Cone- 
maugh, Pa., also struck for salary 
increases and the Board agreed to 
make regular payments on back 
pay due them, with interest, and 
to consider salary increases for 
the next year. 

At Rankin, Pa., @ teachers’ 
strike for a $400 annual increase, 
plus sick leave, failed and the 
teachers returned to school but the 
students thereupon struck briefly 
in sympathy. 

At McMinnville, Tenn., 38 
schools were closed by a strike of 
teachérs and bus drivers to en- 
force their demands for a $25 per 
month increase on an existing 
monthly range from $89 to $150. 
So, too, were the schools at Fort 
Dodge, Iowa. Similarly, at Shel- 
byville, Tenn., 28 of 29 teachers 
struck for a $25 monthly increase 
in salaries averaging $135 a month. 
City officials announced’ they 
would seek to raise money to meet 
the demands, and schools re- 
opened. 

At Muscoda, Wis., five teachers 
and their students staged a one- 
day walkout after the instructors’ 
petition for a $200 cost-of-living 
bonus was turned down. 

A threatened strike at Minneap- 
olis, Minn. was averted after 
teachers accepted a settlement giv- 
ing them ultimately salary rises 
of as much as $1,200. 

Successful, too, was the lone 
school teacher at Sabbatus, Maine. 
After staging a half-day strike she 
was no longer required to do jani- 
torial work and was to be driven 
by auto to and from school daily. 
At Uniontown, Pa., 112 teachers 
won $400 increases after a month- 
long strike. 

St. Paul, Minn., teachers have 
not been as fortunate.- One thou- 


sand of the 1,165 teachers under 
contract struck demanding $200 
in lieu of increases for the Fall 
months of 1946; an annual salary 
ranging from $2,400 to $5,000 be- 
ginning in January. 

The current salary scale runs 
from $1,300 to a top of $2,800. Var- 
ious proposals for settlement have 
been made but these teachers are 
still out and the schoolhouses are 
being picketed. The City consid- 
ers the demands beyond its pres- 
ent resources. 

In Pennsylvania, 10 schools at 
Shamokin closed when the teach- 
ers demanded a $300 bonus and 
yearly increases in salaries. Strik- 
ing teachers of Central Falls, R. I., 
and Johnston, Pa., made similar 
demands. 

New Castle, Del., County teach- 
ers, 450 “strong, have drafted a 
resolution calling for a walkout on 
Feb. 1 unless the Delaware State 
Legislature, which convenes Jan. 
1, gives them a minimum of $2,400 
a year. The teachers at Dayton, 
Ohio, have voted to strike Jan. 
6 if they are not granted salary 
increases, and the Men’s Teachers 
Club of Hartford, Conn., voted a 
work stoppage in January if their 
request for an immediate cost-of- 
living adjustmert is refused. 

At Pawtucket, R. I., the schools 
were ordered closed Dec. 9, in 
anticipation of a teachers’ strike. 
Teachers asked for a revised sal- 
ary schedule which in some cases 
would mean a wage rise of $600 
a year. The School Committee re- 
fused the demand, but voted a 
$300 increase for all City em- 
ployees, including teachers. The 
schools opened two days later aft- 
er the Governor intervened. Wage 
negotiations were resumed. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Teachers’ Asso- 
ciations urged the Board of Edu- 
cation to set a $2,409 minimum 
and a $4,000 maximum salary for 
teachers in order to “halt the ex- 
odus of teachers from Buffalo.” 

There has been considerable agi- 
tation for salary and cost-of-living 
raises in other communities. , In 
California, the State Legislature 
authorized increases in teachers’ 
pay. In New York city, teachers 
were voted a $250-a-year increase 
which is not considered wholly 
satisfactory by the city’s five 
teacher organizations. 

In Rahway, N. J., new salary 
schedules providing graded in- 
creases not to exceed $500 a year 
were adopted, and in Hillside, N. 
J., the Board of Education has 
agreed to a $300 increment for 
teachers, effective Feb. 1. 

While there is general agree- 
ment in the teaching profession 
that most school systems lack 
funds, that teachers are underpaid 
and staffs undermanned, there is 
a division on what to do about it. 

Dr. Francis Brown, Executive 
Secretary of the President’s Com- 
mission on Higher Education, and 
a special commission on the NEA 
both point out that there are 127,- 
000 teachers, mostly in one-room 
schools, who make $700 a year or 
less. Even counting in the city 
teachers, the average salary bare- 
ly reaches $2,000 a year. The loss 
of 350,000 public school teachers 
to other professions since the war 
started has increased the load

Minimum salaries, NEA says, 
should be $2,400, This would mean 
increasing educational funds in 
the United States as much as $2,- 
500,000,000. Conditions soon will 
be aggravated, the NEA maintains, 
by “an avalanche of children” 
born during the war years. 


Another factor causing much 
concern to teachers, says Dr. 
Brown, is that in almost every 
community a double standard of 
conduct exists—one for the teach- 
er in and out of school, the other 
for townspeople. The result is that 
half of those going to teacher col- 
leges today don’t intend to teach. 


While there have been a num- 
ber of strikes, many teachers— 
perhaps the greater proportion, in- 
cluding national teacher organiza- 
tions—have been opposed to 
strikes for a number of reasons. 
The NEA declares these might be 
listed as follows: 


1. Teachers are members of a 
profession whose first obligation 
is to serve the country. 

2. Teachers are public employees 
and there is a widespread feeling 
that public employees should not 
resort to strikes against the pub- 
lic’ interest. 

3. Employers of public school 
teachers have available only such 
funds as have been alloted by pub- 
lic tax-fixing bodies. Strikes can- 
not produce additional income. 

4. In the long run, teachers’ sal- 
aries are determined by public 
opinion, and extensive use of 
strikes probably would antagonize 
the public. 

5. The District of Columbia and 
a number of States have laws 
against striking by public officials, 
so national organizations would be 


violating the law in these areas 


if.they approved strikes.

A reported gambling party on 
the third floor has been under in- 
| vestigation for several days. 
| Another poser for investigating 
| authorities is the question concern- 
|ing two false alarms reported to 
have been turned in from a box 
| near the Winecoff earlier in the 
| night. 

Investigators are also seeking a 
‘known Atlanta pyromaniac who 
reportedly escaped from prison 
two months ago and is still at 
large. 

At New York, John J. McCarthy, 
fire’ prevention consultant to the 
New York State Hotel Association, 
said on his return from Atlanta 
and an inspection of the Winecoff 
ruins that “either one or two pos- 
sibilities are tenable—incendiarism 
| or the fire was burning a long 
| time before discovery. In my 32 
years of fire-fighting experience I 
| have never seen such devastating 
effects of fire from such a small 
‘point of origin.’ 

“He added that “even with its 
open stairway and fire-blocked 
elevators, the Winecoff would 
have had no such tragedy had 
there been a vent or skylight at 
the top of the stairs. 

“Then the flames would not 
have spread so widely, the deadly 
gases and smoke would have gone 
up, and while the fire still would 
have blocked access to the eleva- 
tors, many persons who leaped 
could have stayed in their rooms 
and remained alive.”

Time was when the Governor of 
Georgia did not concern himself 
with the man the House of Rep- 
resentatives chose for its clerk. 
But that time was before Pat Mc- 
Cutcheon, of Dallas, and Joe 
Boone, of Irwinton, started com- 
peting for the job a decade ago. 


Now the outcome of the peren- 
nial race between Joe and Pat 
next January will give indica- 
tions--some legislators predict— 
as to whether there will be an 
organized bloc against the new 
Talmadge administration. Or, in 
the words of other Legislators, it 
will show whether the House will 
be independent. 

Pat, the incumbent, is an Ar- 
nall friend—in fact, he is the ex- 
ecutive secretary to Gov. Arnall 
now. Joe always has supported 
Gov.-Elect Talmadge. He served 
as clerk of the House during a 
previous Talmadge administration. 


Veteran legislators quietly ob- 
serve that the Senate and House 
always co-operate with a newly- 
elected Governor during the first 
legislative session. And, they add, 
they nearly aways tear into the 
outgoing Governor during the next 
session, Thus it is that the Tal- 
madge friends in the House con- 
fidently say Boone will have no 


trouble winning the clerkship this | 


year. Yet some of the anti-Tal- 
madge solons are equally confi- 
dent that McCutcheon will win, 
stating that the House can be co- 
operative without permitting a 
Governor to dominate their every 
choice. 

Should McCutcheon win, it‘ 
would be a show of strength for 
the anti-Talmadge forces in the 
new Legislature, and the solons 
who are at present undecided. 
whether to “go along” with Gene 
or “speak up” against him, would 
rally behind a standing bloc, ob- 
servers believe. If Boone wins, 
the anti-Talmadge forces would lie 
low and the undecided would “go 
along” with the new administra- 
tion. 

Both Boone and McCutcheon 
claim enough pledges to win. 

Joe and Pat both were assistant 
clerks for Andrew Kingery, who 
served during the Russell, Tal- 
madge and first Rivers administra- 
tions—back in the days before the 
Governor took part in naming a 
House clerk. When Kingery re- 
signed, Rivers indorsed Pat for the 
clerkship—but Joe won. In 1938, 
the Rivers-indorsed John Greer 
defeated Boone. In 1940, McCutch- 
eon withdrew from the race and 
let the Talmadge-indorsed Boone

Winecoff Toll Due Mainly to Burns 


Burns caused most of the deaths 
in the Winecoff Hotel fire—which 
claimed 121 lives eight days ago 
today—but suffocation was almost 
as costly. 

Records in the City’s Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, where 99 of the 
121 death certificates have been 
recorded, show that 41 persons 
died of burns, ?2 of suffocation 
and 26 from injuries received 
when they either jumped or fell 
from the 15-story building. 

However, condition of many of 
the bodies prevented authorities 
from determining whether the vic- 


tims were burned to death or suf- 
focated. In such cases, “burns” 
were listed as the cause of death. 

Fire Chief C. C. Styron said it 
was impossible to center the death 
toll in any particular section of 
the hotel as bodies were recovered 
on all but the second floor. Many 
were trapped in the hallways as 
they sought to escape the flames. 

Many fled from their rooms only 
to be trapped in other rooms when 
the fire spread. 

Styron also said there was no 
way of ever determining what per- 
centage of the persons who

GLARE OF PUBLICITY 

Promising to turn the white 
glare of publicity on fire hazards 
when the survey is completed, 
Harper declared he will “call 
names” when owners of unsafe 
buildings show no co-operation. 

Harper could call some names 
right now. 

“Four-fifths of the downtown 
hotels have fire hazards now,” he 
said. Particularly are they some 
of the hazards that existed in the 
Winecoff. Hotel and were brought 
to light by the tragedy of that 
holocaust. 

These include the more fashion- 
able hotels in the city. 

One of the latest hotels built in 
downtown Atlanta has enclosed 
stairways and elevator shafts, Har- 
per said, and so does another older 
hotel that installed fire doors 
when if was remodeled several! 
years ago. The other hotels do 
not, he said, and none has sprin- 
kler systems. Few have outside 
fire escapes. 

Harper said that to the credit 
o1 the owners and managers of 
these hotels, several of them have, 
since the Winecoff disaster, em- 
ployed architects to plan needed 
safeguards. 

NECESSARY SAFEGUARDS 

Enclosed elevator shafts and 
stair wells, fire doors, the use of 
non-inflammable paints, flame 
proof carpets in the halls, metal 
coors to all rooms, sprinkler sys- 
tems and outside fire escapes were 
listed by Harper as the safeguards 
most necessary. | 

“Sprinkler systems often cause 
more property damage than fire,” 
Harper said, “but they can save 
lives, and that’s the important 
thing in buildings where many 
people congregate.” 

Hotels are not the only offend- 
ers in inadequate fire protection, 
the building inspector pointed out 
as he waved his hand across the 
roof tops from his City Hall office | 
toward the saggir.g roof structure | 
of a nearby Lodge building where 
people assemble. 

“I have an engineer's report that) 
the building is unsafe,” he said, 
“and the engineer commented that 
$20,000 spent on the building now 
might some day save lives and 
$100,000 in damage suits. Yet, the’ 
City Attorney advises me that the 
mere phrasing of an ordinance 
where the word ‘obstruction’ was 


used in piace of ‘objection,’ makes 
us powerless to force action on.

Harper said another need is) 
uniform regulations for all gov-| 
ernmental buildings, pointing out 
that here in Atlanta some State 
and Federal agencies have remod.

Violation of the city's safety codes. 

“Our attorneys advise us,” he 
said, “that we have no jurisdiction 
over the governments above us, 
and there is nothing we can do.” 

Harassed by lack of help, too 
few assistant inspectors to even 
keep up with new construction, 
and concerned also with enforce. 
ment of zoning laws and smoke 
abatement, Harper said that as 
soon as the January survey of 
hotels is completed, he will start 
in on schools, boarding houses, 
hospitals, manufacturing plants, 
apartment houses, night clubs and 
office buildings.

Three hitherto unlisted Con- 
federate stamps—the authenticity 
has been verified by expert 
Core re pg been brought to 
ight for the first time in more 
than 80 years. 

Richard Harwell, Director of 
Special Collections for the Emory 
Library, said the stamps were dis- 
covered among the more than 
1,800 letters in the University’s 
collection of the correspondence of 
Alexander H. Stephens, Vice 
President of the Confederacy. 


Only a stamp expert would rec- 
ognize the Emory “finds” for what 
they are, since they bear little re- 
semblance to present-day stamps,

“Technically,” he said, “they are 
called “postmaster’s provisionals,” 


= and they are actually stamped on 
wu the envelope with a hand stamp, 
| rather than being the familiar bit 


of colored paper we now use.” 
Harwell explained that these

used by post offices when their 
supplies , of ordinary gummed 
stamps had been exhausted. For

At- 
tegtion should be focused on our 
civil rights obtained. under the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights. 

A thorough understanding of 
these civil rights should be 
brought about, in order to know 
when they are threatened with 
serious curtailment. The idea that 
in these rights lie the important 
distinctions of citizenship in a de- 
mocracy and in a _ dictatorship 
should be crystalized. 

Active resolutions of our organ- 
ization include: 1. Re-affirm our 
adherence to the merit system in 
filling public appointive positions, 
2. Combat subversive influences 
that seek to undermine our Gov- 
ernment, 3. Favor restricted im- 
migration and speedy deportation 
for illegal entrants and for unde- 
sirable aliens. 4. Oppose the prac- 
tice of teachers in our schools, un- 
der the guise of free speech, forc- 
ing their own philosophy of gov- 
ernment on the studehts when 
these philosophies are not in sym- 
pathy with our form of govern- 
ment. 5. Favor continuance of the 
Dies Committee without appfov- 
ing all its methods. 

6. Approve an intensive study 
on world rehabilitation which will 
include various proposals for a 
permanent world society. Work 
with the youth of our communi- 
ties. Take the positive approach 
and talk of building good citizen- 
ship rather than stressing juvenile 
delinquency. Resolve for the com- 
ing year to be better citizens and 
better Americans than ever before.

This is not a rec- 
ord which would seem to qualify the State 
as a managing agency.” 

We had hoped, in thus pointing out the 
cost of changing foresters at the political 
whim of incumbent governors, to persuade 
Governor-elect Talmadge that Mr. Tinker 
should be retained in office and a continu- 
ing forestry program evolved. 

Mr. Tinker has apparently set out to 
accomplish the same purpose by berating 
the Federal Government and the news- 
papers at every opportunity.

There are always smart, slick talkers going around persuading 
poor, deluded persons who feel, sometimes with reason and more 
often without, that they have a grievance, to support the slick 
talkers in comfort.

Detroit 
has rioted about the same problem more than once, leaving dead 
and wounded to testify there was no solutign. Chicago, New York, 
Pittsburgh and certain industrial cities in Ohio are experiencing 


the same problem. It is building up, too, in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle. 


Unless something is done about it, we will have a national wave 
of terrorism by Punks, Inc., hied on by the larger hucksters of hate 
who remain in the background. Housing problems, like the race 
problems, are national. 


Nothing is more false than the claim by the various and perennial 
groups of Punks, Inc., that Negroes yearn to live in white neighbor- 
hoods. That they yearn to get off alleys and off unpaved back streets, 
when they have the money to do so, of course is true and entirely 
understandable. Who wouldn't so wish? 


Bl ame But it is also true, without a single exception, that every 

sale or rental agreement whereby a Negro family moves 
into a neighborhood from which white persons are retreating is 
initiated and arranged by a white owner or his agent. 


In fact, you will find no more greedy and reprehensible deals 
anywhere than most of those in this field. 


Some of them, by arrangement wtih certain members of Punks, 
Inc., according to the recent voluntary statement by retiring mem- 
bers, ought to be matters for the Grand Jury to investigate.

We hang a picture in the best available light in order that it 
may fulfill its purpose to the best possible advantage, in order that 
its quality as a good picture may bring us greatest pleasure and that 
it may best perform the primary reason for its creation. 


Every child born among us is a potential good, contributive 
citizen. Each human being serves all, if given the chance. But, 
like the picture that is hung in good light, each life must be 
granted proper chance,. proper surroundings if it is to fulfill its 
function as a good life. 


To give each new life among us that proper chance it must 
have, in earliest years, the blessing of a good home, a decent place 
where love rules, where love protects, and where loves provides 
sufficient food and shelter and protection. That home need not be 
elaborate. A cottage will do, if only love sits before the hearth. 


And there is no love to equal that of parents, when those parents 
themselves have their chance through freedom from soul-destroy- 
ing worry. 

Later, as the little life goes on, proper chance means oppor- 
tunity for education, for good health, for decent human contacts, 
for straight thinking and, finally, for self-respecting employment 
and sufficient earning capacity to assure right living circumstances. 


. The majority of our newborn lives receive, 
Your Opportunity let us be thankful, that chance for con- 
tributive careers because they enjoy their birthright from the start. 

There pre some, though, who are denied, by caprice of fate, 
perhaps, this birthright. They are the children of the little homes 
where misfortune has come. Homes where, perhaps, the bread- 
winner is incapacitated, or is dead. The homes where sickness has 
joined hands with poverty so that the very existence of the home 
itself is threatened.

During the 12 months of 1946, more than 100 such families have 
been helped and restored to their own financial security. The Fund 
has provided needed milk and other foods for the babies, has pro- 
yided proper clothing for the children at school, has provided medi- 
cal or surgical treatment where needed, has helped sick fathers 
ae convalescence until they have been able to resume their 
work, 

You can read each day the story of one such typical family 
in the news columns. Katherine Barnwell knows them all, and 
She tells of the plight of the little 
children and of the desperate mothers. You cannot read her stories 
without understanding and sympathy that only you can translate 
into help. 

Let us give to the little lives of newborn Atlantans at least the 
same advantage we give a picture—let us see their lives enjoy the 
best aVailable light.

Newly Elected Solons 
And Dept. Reports 


Along about the last of December, Rep. 
“Muggsy” Smith, of Fulton County, is going to 
take a week off and read all those reports he 
has been receiving from the various departments of State govern- 
ment. “Muggsy” one of the many Representatives-elect who 
has never served in the Georgia General Assembly before. The 
flood of reports and recommendations from the department heads, 
together with the innumerable “local” bills scheduled for intro 
duction in the House, is beginning to confuse many a new mem- 
ber of the General Assembly. So Rep.-elect Smith, for one, plans 
to stack all these reports together and spend a week studying 
them in order to be well informed on State affairs when the 
Legislature convenes. A large number of reports, in which 
departmental heads give accounts of the activities and attempt 
to justify their requests for more money, already have been mailed 
to Representatives-elect and Senators-elect. Many of the reports 
are quite lengthy. In the meantime, other department heads dre 
pressing their printers to complete their reports so they can be 
mailed to solons, There is a group of State departmental heads, 
however, who do not mail their reports to the solons in advance 
of the session. They apparently believe the reports will be neg- 
lected or read and forgotten before the House considers requests 
for expansions. They like to place their recommendations on the 
desks of the members on the morning that their departments are 
under discussion. While Some members, uninterested in reading 
information on various departments, might toss these reports 
aside if they receive them ahead of meeting time, few members 
could be expected to read a report that was Gumped on their desk 
while the debate was in progress. 

“TI, for one, would prefer to receive reports and recommendations 
from departmental heads before the Legislature meets, Rep.-elect 
Smith says. “I plan to study these reports and learn all I can 
about the departments before voting on bills concerning them.” 

Speaking of reports to the Legislature, the 


Double shifts Board of Regents has submitted a printed book- 
let covering activities and recommendations for each of the 16 
branches of the University System of Georgia.

Scene Is Harmonious 
As SEC Moves Forward 


The annual meeting of the Southeasterh Con- 
ference in Tuscaloosa last Friday was one of the 
most successful and harmonious ever held in 
history of the league. 

In fact, it was surprising that three such 


important measures were adopted with as little 
debate and disc ussion. It appears to have been just as surprising 
to officials of the Conference as it was to everybody else, because 
the meeting was scheduled for two days and completed in one. 


The most important and far-reaching adoption of the Con- 
ference was the Florida proposal that the Commissioner be 
granted final jurisdiction on questions regarding eligibility—a 
perennial sore spot which came to a head during the past 
season. As things now stand under the rules, the Commissioner 
may fine a scnool up to $1,000 for violation of the eligiblity 
rules and his decision will stick. 

Of course, there is somewhat of a joker in the new rules in 
that the school involved may appeal to the Conference as a whole 
at the next regularly scheduled meeting. But this really isn’t a 
joker because if the Commissioner fines a school and rules a player 
ineligible for competition, that player is immediately out of the 
fame and cannot possibly be ruled eligible unless the Conference 
overrules the Commissioner several] months later, a time which is 
too late to do any good. 

The new rule, expected to meet with stern opposition, 
passed with surprising ease. Its adoption was unanimous, a 
fact which indicates the Presidents of the Conference are con- 
scientiously trying to get the job done. 

The schools wanted such a rule. That is a good sign. In 
fact. it is the best example that the Southeastern hopes to 
show the way to the rest of the collegiate football world that 
its method of operation is the best.. 

The second most important rule passed was the adoption of a 
regulation making it a requirement that each football team play at 
yeast six Conference games, starting in 1948. 

This regulation was passed as a substitute amendment to the 
proposals of Tulane anda Georgia Tech for a rotating schedule. 
Officials of Georgia Tech and Tulane had little hopes of such a 
schedule being adopted and therefore consider the compromise 
somewhat of a victory. 

Chief supporters of the rotating Schedule plan were those 
schools in the league which have difficulty scheduling games 
which will leave them in the black when the auditors come 
around. 

The substitute proposal was made by LSU and the vote in 
its favor was 7 to 5, which, in reality, is a fair indication of 
just how the rotating schedule vote would have been if it 
had reached a vote. 

Therefore, it may be interesting to record just how each school 
voted. Alabama, Georgia, LSU, Miss. State, Tennessee, Tulane 
ena Vanderbilt were in favor of the six-game minimum schedule. 
Auburn, Florida, Georgia Tech, Kentucky and Ole Miss were 
against it. . 

Turn that vote around and you have the yeas and nays on the 
rotating schedule. 

Third of the most important decisions was that to allow 
any student entering school prior to July 1, 1947, either four 
years of varsity competition or three years on the varsity plus 
one on the freshman team. 

On effect, this means that any high school football player 
entering a university before the first of July will be eligible 
for the varsity or the freshman team at the discretion of the 
coach. 

Naturally, the coaches will make supreme efforts to enroll out- 
Standing prospects before July 1 and then exercise that option as 

whether they will play on the varsity or the freshman elevens.

As SEC Moves Forward 


The annual meeting of the Southeasterh Con- 
ference in Tuscaloosa last Friday was one of the 
most successful and harmonious ever held in 
history of the league. 

In fact, it was surprising that three such 


important measures were adopted with as little 
Gebate and discussion. It appears to have been just as surprising 
to officials of the Conference as it was to everybody else, because 
the meeting was scheduled for two days and completed in one. 


The most important and far-reaching adoption of the Con- 
ference was the Florida proposal that the Commissioner be 
granted final jurisdiction on questions regarding eligibility—a. 
perennial sore spot which came to a head during the past”® 
season. As things now stand under the rules, the Commissioner 
may fine a scnool up to $1,000 for violation of the eligiblity 
rules and his decision will stick. 

Of course, there is somewhat of a joker in the new rules in 
that the school involved may appeal to the Conference as a whole 
at the next regularly scheduled meeting. But this really isn’t a 
joker because if the Commissioner fines a school and rules a player 
ineligible for competition, that player is immediately out of the 
game and cannot possibly be ruled eligible unless the Conference 
overrules the Commissioner several months later, a time which is 
too late to do any good. 

The new rule, expected to meet with stern opposition, 
passed with surprising ease. Its adoption was unanimous, a 
fact which indicates the Presidents of the Conference are con- 
scientiously trying to get the job done. 

The schools wanted such a rule. That is a good sign. In 
fact. it is the best example that the Southeastern hopes to 
show the way to the rest of the collegiate football world that 
ita method of operation is the best. 

The second most important rule passed was the adoption of a 
reguiation making it a requirement that each football team play at 
east six Conference games, starting in 1948. 

This regulation was passed as a substitute amendment to the 
proposals of Tulane and Georgia Tech for a rotating schedule. 
Officiais of Georgia Tech and Tulane had little hopes of such a 
schedule being adopted and therefore consider the compromise 
somewhat of a victory. 

Chief supporters of the rotating Schedule plan were those 
schools in the league which have difficulty scheduling games 
which will leave them in the black when the auditors come 
around. 

The substitute proposal was made by LSU and the vote in 
its favor was 7 to 5, which, in reality, is a fair indication of 
just how the rotating schedule vote would have been if it 
had reached a vote. 

Therefore, it may be interesting to record just how each school 
voted. Alabama, Georgia, LSU, Miss. State, Tennessee, Tulane 
na Vanderbilt were in favor of the six-game minimum schedule. 
Auburn, Florida, Georgia Tech, Kentucky and Ole Miss were 
against it. e 

Turn that vote around and you have the yeas and nays on the 
rotating schedule. 

Third of the most important decisions was that to allow 
any student entering school prior to July 1, 1947, either four 
years of varsity competition or three years on the varsity plus 
one on the freshman team.

Georgians found them in and 
around Stuttgart. There are liter- 
ally hundreds of thousands of 
ducks, with mallards in the ma- 
jority, in the pin oak flats and 
rice fields of Arkansas. There is 
bluebird weather in December in 
Arkansas and there hasn't been 
enough rain to flood many of thé 
flats and the rice fields, But the 
ducks know that there is natural 
feed in abundance and they seem 
to prefer th variety of acorns 
and rice. They're there despite 
the unusual conditions. For ducks 
will always be found in such nat- 
ural habitats. 

It has to be seen to be appre- 
ciated.

LOVELY and alluring woman 

was escorted recently to a 

seat up front in the dress 
circle of the Paris Grand Opera House 
and promptly became the object of 
excited speculation. 

Who was she—this regal person- 
age, so beautifully attired and, ap- 
parently, so youthful? 

A near-by dowager peered intently 
through her lorgnette at the glam- 
orous figure and then exclaimed to 
her daughter: 

“It cannot be, and yet it is! Look, 
dauguter, there is Cleo de Merode, 
the famous Cleo de Merode. She is 
an old woman, but she looks like a 
young girl!” 

The news spread like wildfire. 
Faces turned, glasses were trained on 
the mystery woman. Cleo de Merode! 
The name was whispered over and 
over, like an old refrain. 

Yes, it was Cleo de Merode, and it 
was her moment of triumph...her 
second triumph. Past 70, she 
had come out of retirement to as- 
tound her old friends and beguile the 
uninitiated with her still-fresh beauty. 

Sitting there with all eyes’ upon 
her she thrilled to the knowledge that 
she could still attract and her mind 
flashed back 50 years to the moment 
of her first triumph—#in this same 
Opera House—when her loveliness 
and charm captivated a king. 

In 1896 Cleo de Merode wes an 
obscure ballerina, a dainty, cumeco- 
complexioned girl seeking § fame 
through her versatile feet with quad- 
rilles and ballets on the very stage 
below. 

One night, after the first act, a 
messenger told her she was wanted 
in the toyer. Leopold, King of the 
Belgians (grandfather of the present 
Leopold), wanted to meet her. De 
Merode was one of the most aristo 
cratic names in Belgium and he would 
see the little ballet dancer from his 
own country. 

Cleo, wide-eyed and trembling with 
anticipation, came out to meet the 
king and, though she did not know it 
then, to achieve her first triumph. 
She was charmingly piquant. Leopold 
was gallantly attractive. 

Protocol demanded that the visit- 
ing monarch meet the premier bal- 
Jerinas and the prominent opera sub- 
scribers first. But Leopold was short 
on protocol. They cooled their heels 
while the king, entranced, ignored 
them, and chatted eagerly and inti- 
mately with the effervescent Cleo. 

Over her first fright, Cleo became 
her gay natural self. She discussed 
her ballet career, her likes and dis- 
likes, all the inconsequential! little 
things a king never hears-in his 
exalted atmosphere. He loved it. 

The curtain went up three-quarters 
of an hour late, the rule being that 
the performance could not continue 
until his royal highness was seated. 

That was the beginning of the 
romance of Leopold and Cleo. Soon 
the entire world was discussing the 
royal affair. It was hinted at in the 
Belgian Parliament, bandied openly in 
the smart salons. Private detectives 
were assigned to regard and report 
the goings and comings of Leopold. 

On one occasion when he discov- 
ered himself being followed he took 
refuge in the basement of an apart- 
ment house. The janitress, busy 
sweeping, was irritated by the in- 
trusion and sent dust flying in the 
king’s face. A few minutes later, 
bubbling over with good humor, Leo 
pold told the story to Cleo at their 
rendezvous. 

Leopold had a double, one Valere 
Mabille, a Belgian industrialist who 
resembled him like a brother. One 
day, walking down the Fauborg Saint- 
Honore with his aide-de-camp, Leo- 
pold saw a faked photo of himself 
with Mile. Cleo in a shop window. The

scandalized aide hurried on, pretend- 
ing not to see. Leopold dragged him 
back to have a good look. The king 
shook his head dolefully. 

“Monsieur Valere Mabille won't be 
very pleased about that,” he said. 

The king was so much in love with 
Cleo that he said to her one day: 
“How would you like to be called 
Madame Leopold?” It was wishful 
thinking, of course. Cleo could never 
become Madame Leopold. But-——and 
she chuckles over it today——the king’s 
conduct resulted in his being called 
“Cleopold,” 

Newspapers and gossipers were 
not kind to Cleo. They made a scan- 
dal of her romance with Leopold. 
When she got a coo] reception danc- 
ing in Brussels she decided to travel. 
She danced in all the big cities of 
Europe and in New York. Back in 
Paris, she danced at l]’'Opera Com- 
ique until 1912, then toured America 


and England again. During World 
War I she danced for wounded sol 
diers. She appeared in public, off and 
on, until 1938, then disappeared 

Cleo de Merode was _ forgotten, 
relegated to the past, an old woman 

who knew?—perhaps even dead. 
That was why, when she reappeared 
at the opera recently, looking 30 
years younger than her (0-odd years, 
she took the place by storm. 

She lives in Saint-Gaultier, a small 
village in Indre, about 145 miles from 
Paris. Her social] life is meager. She 
attends simple parties given by the 
cure, the mayor, the notary, the 
schoolmaster and owners of neighbor- 
ing chateaux. Sometimes, she dresses 
in a long white coat, a big straw hat 
and white, high-heeled shoes, style 
1900. The villagers bow to her with’a 
respectful: “Bonjour, Mademoiselle

When the weather is bad she 
Stays in her little apartment and 
writes the story of her colorful life. 

The secret of her youth? She does 
not believe in massage or makeup. The 
first, she says, “brutalizes” the skin 
and muscles of the face; the second 
prevents the skin from breathing 
freely. She uses a toilet water of her 
own invention. She does not drink 
or smoke, lives in the open air, but 
avoids strong sun and “violent wind.” 

She still loves the dance and gives 
lessons and arranges ballets in the 
village. Does she think often of those 
gay, pleasure-laden days when she 
was the beloved of Leopold? The old 
woman who still looks like a girl 
laughs and her eyes sparkle. 

“But naturally! Leopold was 
charming...and a charmer. I re- 
member...” now her eyes soften in 
reminiscence, then she shakes her 
head. ..“One must not remember. It 
is in the present we must live.” 

Perhaps the answer lies in the 
“Mademoiselle” before her name. She 
has never married.

OMPOSED in honor of the silent screen 

thriller, “The Perils of Pauline,” the above 

song applies also to the real life of Pearl 
White, who played the part of dare-devil Pauline 
and other equally stirring roles. 

When she died in Paris eight years ago, it was 
again a case of: Zip goes the film—-Good night, 
poor Pearl! 

The only difference was that this time no 
next episode saw the mystery dispelled, the 
heroine miraculously saved. 

While in Paris I learned that Pearl, long 
trained in mystery, had deliberately gathered 
its folds about her as she came to the close of 
the exciting episode she called her life. 

She wanted no fuss made over her body, she 
told her Parisian lawyer, and he saw to it that 
her wishes were respected. Her untimely death— 
she was only 46—passed almost unnoticed. Fewer 
than 20 persons attended her funeral. Scarcely 
anyone but, her doctor knew the cause of her 
death. 

Then the war came, drawing its iron curtain 
around Europe and reinforcing the curtain she 
herself had drawn around her last days. 

So the mystery has persisted down to the 
present. 

Some of it probably always will remain, for, 
of the three persons most capable of explaining 
it away, the first, her lawyer, is dead, the second, 
her doctor, has disappeared, and the third, her 
best friend, Theodore (Tommy) Cozzika, some- 
times called the richest man in Egypt, prefers 
to remain silent. 

However, on the strength of researches re- 
cently undertaken abroad, it is possible now to 
complete the scenario of Pearl White’s life with 
at least a sketch of the final episodes. 

All through her last years she suffered from 
the effects of a spinal injury received while she 
was making “The Perils of Pauline.” 

In a curious, indirect way this injury at last 
caused her death. 

It long has been well known that she herself, 
without the aid of a double, performed all the 
acrobatics and death-defying stunts her roles 
called for. But the story of how. she injured her 
spine never was publicized and few know it to 
this day. 

Charles W. Goddard, who wrote, the script for 
“The Perils of Pauline” and who has been a 
staff writer of The American Weekly for many 
years, tells it here for the first time: : 

“The accident did not occur while Pearl was 
dropping from a plane, or leaping from a train 
to a speeding automobile, or, in fact, doing any- 
thing dangerous at all. 
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“It happened in the course of a scene seem- 


ingly so safe that the most delicate modern star 
wouldn't think of asking her double to take over. 
In my script of “The Perils of Pauline’ this scene 
was covered in exactly seven words: 

“*Panzer carries Pearl upstairs on his shoul- 
der.’ 

“Pearl previously had been knocked out and 
hog-tied, after a furious battle. She was sup- 
posed to be unconscious, but, to everyone's sur- 
prise, when Panzer got her half-way up the 
Stairs, she suddenly came to life and began 
threshing around so vigorously that he fell back- 
wards, with her in his arms. : 


444 ATER I asked her why she hadn’t let him 
carry her, as he was supposed to do, without 
a struggle. She replied that she guessed it was 
her earlier picture training asserting itself. The 
screen had just grown out of its ‘St. Vitus Dance’ 
era, when people only went to see a_ picture 
because it moved, and the more it moved the 
more they’ felt they were getting for their 
money. The standard studio rule of those days 
was: Any actor who stops moving is fired. 

“So Pearl, conscience stricken at feeling her- 
not doing anything for the moment, auto- 
matically had tumbled herself and Panzer down 
the stairs. : 

“Both were hurt by the fall. He was not too 
proud to see a doctor, but she, the unscathed 
victim of many a worse accident, refused. 

“She once told me about her fan letters, 
thousands of them, each one saying in almost

the same simple, sincere words that every night 
the writer prayed she would not be killed or 
injured in any of the risks she was taking. 

“Somehow all those good people praying for 
me gives me confidence,’ she said. ‘And con- 
fidence, of course, makes one’s timing right and 
you probably know that timing is the secret of 
not getting hurt.’ 

“When, years later, it was discovered that 
that apparently trivial fall had broken one of 
her vertebrae and that it was too late to repair 
the damage, she remarked: 

“*Prayers must be like 
covered against sissy accidents. 

(As a matter of fact, she carried no insurance 
but prayers, for she was classified as an unin- 
surable risk.) 

After she had quit acting and, in the: 1920's, 
gone abroad to live, she resorted to drugs occa- 
sionally to ease the pain from that old injury. 
She was living on her nerve, and people who 
live that way are likely to have trouble. A 
woman of less courage probably would have 
taken to bed. Pearl kept on going. 

“Years before,” Goddard says, “I had seen an 
example of that same quality in her. In the 
middie of another one of those unlucky quiet 
scenes she collapsed. Unconscious and with a 
temperature of 106, she was rushed to the nearest 
hospital, where the doctors said she had been 
fighting a virulent case of the flu. They hoped 
she might be out in three or four weeks. 

“For “The Perils of Pauline’ this announcement 
of theirs meant disaster. Virtually every 
theatre would cancel the serial, because there 
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was no substitute for Pear] White. The woman 
Simply did not exist who could take her place. 

“Quick thinking by somebody, not me, saved 
the day. A truck, carrying camera, lights, props 
and actors reached the hospita] with the indecent 
suggestion that the patient, still in a coma, be 
taken from her cot and stuffed into a gunny 
sack, just for a moment. The horrified doctors 
refused until the door of Pearl's room opened. 
Her face as white as her nightgown, she said: 

“*You let me do that or I'll walk out of your 
hospital. Go ahead—lights, action! What are 
you waiting for?’ 

“The argument in the hall had penetrated her 
coma and, as always, she had risen to the occa- 
sion. The stunned hospital authorities yielded, 
and for the next two episodes Mr. Panzer and 
his evil associates did terrible things to a sack 
of potatoes, supposed to contain our star. ‘Then 
back she came to the job. 

“*The Perils of-Pauline’ ran 21 instalments 
we called them episodes. The serial was a Hearst- 
Pathe collaboration. Mr. William Randolph 
Hearst named the ‘Perils of Pauline’ himself and 
gave its plot considerable attention.” 


HEN Pearl! White retired on a sizable income 
and went to Europe she was ill, but she kept 
going just the same,-with the aid of drugs and 
drink. Her tremendous vitality found release in 
gaming and racing. At one time she had the 
leading stable of race horses on the Continent. 
After several years of visiting § various 
European gambling casinos as a player—-and 
lcoccr—che decided that the only way to beat

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the game was to be on the side of the house. 
So she leased the famous old Hotel du Palais, in 
Biarritz, and ran her own casino, until forced 
to give it up by the increasing pain of her back. 

At a cost of $100,000 she converted the former 
rooms of the Empress Eugenie into a private 
suite for herself and the huge drawing rooms 
into halls of chance. 


ER motto was, “You name the game and we'll 

bank it.” This poliey attracted many of 
her own countrymen; 60% of her total clientele 
and 90% of the losers were estimated to be 
Americans. 

In order to look sunburned and healthy when 
she passed among the tables, she used to take 
daily henna baths. One evening she didn’t show 
up. Inquiry revealed that she had mixed too 
much henna in the water that day, and, as a 
consequence, had emerged not with a subdued 
glow but lit up like a bright red neon sign. 
Ashamed to display herself in this condition, she 
kept her maids busy for three hours rubbing off 
the “red paint” as she called it. 

Despite her bravado, she was very sensitive 
to criticism of her appearance, a trait revealed 
not only. in the case of the henna baths but, most 
noticeably, in the case of her famous blond hair. 

One of the few obituary notices printed about 
her said: 

“Before her death she no longer was the wasp 
waisted young woman with bushy eyebrows 
cinema patrons had Known, but her blond hair 
was still beautiful, done straight and plain, with 
a neck roll to relieve its severity.” 


“Actually that blond hair was as artificial as 


her henna sunburn,” Goddard recalls. “In turn- 
ing out a perfect specimen of womanhood, Nature 
seems to have begun at her feet and run out of 
materials at the top, spoiling the job with a 
scanty crop of carroity red hair. 

“At the age of 6, while playing Little Eva in an 
Uncle ‘Tom road company, she already was plan- 
ning to save up for a wig. When I knew her, 
she was ordering them by the dozen, and the 
costliest that money could buy. Although she 
often was seen in public without one, it never 
became generally known that she wore a wig, 
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for its absence acted as a compleie disguise. 

“Many artime, on entering the studio, she 
would shoulder her way through a mob of ad- 
mirers without being recognized. A little later, 
she would reward their patience with a glimpse 
of herself, so transformed and glorified that 
nobody suspected it was the same woman. Every- 
body in the studio knew about this, but she was 
so beloved by all that nobody mentioned it. 

“In my opinion, this peculiarly feminine sen- 
sitivity of hers was responsible for the secrecy 
with which she. shrouded herself at the close. 
She just didn’t want the publie to learn of the 
ravages that drugs and drink had worked in her, 
and She didn’t want it to become known that she 
had worn a wig.” 

Drugs and drink brought on her death, and

the spinal injury incurred during that unim- 
portant scene in “The Perils of Pauline” had 
brought on the drugs and drink. According to 
her death notice, which is on file at the American 
Embassy in Paris and a copyeof which now is in 
possession of The American Weekly, she died of 
cirrhosis of the liver, a disease frequently re 
sulting from excessive consumption of alcohol. 


HE only person at her deathbed was Tommy 

Cozzika, an expatriate Greek, who owns a huge 
alcohol producing plant near Cairo, Egypt. Four 
years before, she had sold him her lavish chateau 
at Rambouillet, outside of Paris Following the 
sale, they had become close friends She left 
him her jewelry, horses, automobile and personal 
effects. Most of.the rest of her estate, valued 
at nearly $400,000, went to charity and to het 
relatives. This is Goddard's accolade: 

“The first time I ever saw Pear! White—Jjust 
after she’d leaped from the Palisades overlooking 
the Hudson River. I thought: ‘She's not so much 
a star as a comet.’ And a comet she remained, 
streaking light and then at last disappearing 
suddenly in darkness.”

GREAT liberator, a fighter 
for the freedom of others, 
gained at least a measure ol 

freedom for himself the other day. 

Dr. Gregory Zilboorg, Russian-born, 

world-famous New York psychiatrist 

and psychoanalyst, apostie of the 


F'reudian doctrine of free choice, was 
divorced in Reno by Ray Leibow Zil- 
boorg,-his wife of 27 years. 

Almost immediately, though, Dr. 
Zilboorg took on the responsibilities 
of another marriage. 

For 15 years, at his office in New 
York's fashionable East 70s, the doc- 
tor has been wrestling with inhibi- 
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ruled their lives. 

Hie was also being mentally cruel] 
to Mrs. Zilboorg, according to the 
papers which she presented to the 
Reno court, and which contained not 
the least hint of allegations against 
another woman. 

At the same time Mrs. Zilboorg 
was ridding her own mind of encum- 
brances to happiness. She took an 
interest in his work, she and 
gained a lot of insight into human 
nature. Furthermore, she was psy- 
choanalyzed herself. 

Thus, when freedom’s blow landed 
in Reno its wound left her with no 
bitterness. 

“It was a long, happy marriage, 
but we were simply incompatible in 
later years. I have no condemnation 
for him. Let us speak only of pleas- 
ant things,” she said after she had 
received the decree.

Just five days later Dr. Zilboorg 
and Miss Stone, one-half his age and 
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lt wasn't a cheap freedom, either.

The main dividend Miss St. Denis expects to 
collect from the venture—-from a purely personal 
point of view--is added years of youth. 


“Let others dwell in the comfort of their 
moth-eaten memories if they will,” says this zest- 
ful woman with snow-white hair and sparkling 
hazel eyes. “It is always looking ahead and plan- 
ning for the future that keeps one young.” 


Memories, for Ruth St. Denis, could be both 
time-filling and soul-filling if the “prophet and 
pioneer of American dancing” should choose to 
live the rest of her days in a dream. 

Starting with the life of a New Jersey farm 
girl who played dying scenes on the lawn in 
between such chores as chopping wood and weed. 
ing onions and prided herself on-her ability to 
“skin the cat” on the low-hung limbs of the apple 
trees, Ruth eventually arrived at the pinnacle of 
her ambition, an internationally-famous creator 
of exotic and symbolic dances. 

During her years of interpreting the Orient 
for the Occident--an ambition inspired by the 
portrait of the Egyptian Goddess, Isis, on a cigaret 
poster Ruth saw in a drugstore in Buffalo——-Miss 
St. Denis entertained presidents, princes and 
potentates. She traveled from Rangoon to Dallas, 
from Shanghai to Walla Walla and, incidentally, 
made many conquests of the heart. 

Not until she met Ted Shawn, the divinity 
student with the look of a Greek god, who had 


‘turned to dancing as.a means of restoring par- 


alyzed limbs to health, did Ruth concern herself 
with any of her admirers. 

Claiming love at first sight she married Ted, 
who was a dozen years her junior, with the assur- 
ance, “We will be happy because we love the 
same thing—our art.” 

When the marriage broke up in 1933, Ruth 
explained the separation by saying, “It did not 
succeed fully, simply because two high-spirited 
people such as we are could not move in the 
restriction of the same harness.” 

Living up to her philosophy that youth will not 
give way to the years so long as one maintains a 
spiritua] attitude toward and a passionate interest 
in work, Ruth St. Denis carried on alone and, 
during the war years, also worked as a riveter 
on the graveyard shift at Douglas Aircraft, in 
Santa Monica, California. 

Now she starts her new venture with the 
enthusiasm of a girl of 19 rather than a woman 
of 69. 

She plans to build a great rural center of cul- 
ture around a temple to bé called the Cathedral 
of the Future. 

Students at .the new colony, with its slogan, 
“From Agriculture to Art,” will do such earthy 
jobs as milking cows and stacking hay. Because 
Miss St. Denis believes “we have mechanized 
ourselves almost out of existence,” there will be 
no radio, telephone or electric lights. 

Plain, decent living with much hard work and 
study and a natural, wholesome fatigue at the 
end of the day are the means this great, dancer 
hopes to use in her program for educating young 
people to have beautiful bodies and alert minds. 

Students who probably will be restricted to the 
age limits of 15 to 25 will be able to work their 
way through school but the jobs they_do will be 
especially suited to their needs. 

The girl studying to be a dancer will not have 
to work behind a soda fountain where she must 
necessarily be on her feet all of the time. The art 
student who sits before his canvas for half a day 
will be sent out to the fields to work, instead of 
to.a sit-down job in-.an office. 

These students who, in addition to art and 
dancing, will be trained in government, will learn 
that one of the first tenets of the St. Denis plan 
for continuous youth throughout life is “Get out 
of man-made ruts,” 

People who live routine lives devoid of deep 
interests and perform dull, non-creative jobs run 
down long before their time, Miss St. Denis 
believes. 

“The shoe clerk of 30,” she explains, “becomes 
fixed and settled unless he has some interest 
beyond the realm of selling shoes and will become 
old within 10 years.” 

While dancing has played a role in keeping 
Miss St. Denis young, she does not by any means 
give physical exercise alone the credit for her 
youth today. 

It was in the Far East that Miss St. Denis 
first realized that an accumulation of years does 
not necessarily mean age. 

“The best dance performance I have ever wit- 
nessed,” she says, “was given by Madame Kata- 
yama, the Japanese dancer, who was 83 but 
performed like a young girl. 

“Change is the thing that is fundamentally 
important if one is to retain the physical and 
mental qualities of youth. 

“I am an artist,’”’ Miss St. Denis continues. “I 
dance, write and act, but by constantly switching 
from my work to my interest in religion, the 
affairs of women and their relation to govern- 
ment, I find I’ve no time for growing old. 

“I am not a reincarnationist in the sense of 
thinking, for example, that I once was a princess. 
I am a reincarnationist in that I think life never 
ends but is a succession of changes.” 

Enthusiasm for life and a will to achieve are 
the St. Denis substitutes for a fountain of youth.

MONG Victorians moral stand 

ards were high, correct con- 

duct was desirable, and a good 
reputation was obligatory. -arents 
repeated to their children the ancient 
wisdom that a good name is rather 
to be chosen than great riches. 

But the Victorfans put their own 
twist in Solomon's wisdom; they 
wanted a good name whether they 
deserved it or not. In their portraits 
of great folk they told what should 
have been rather than what was. 
Victorian biography specialized in the 
concealment of awkward facts. 

The flattering varnish is now 
wearing thin. Twenty-five years ago 
Professor George Harper of Prince- 
ton University and Professor Emile 
Legouis of the Sorborne told the 
truth about William Wordsworth. 
During the present season we have 
had a significant British reappraisal 
of Rudyard Kipling. Una Pope-Hen- 
nessey now gives us an honest life 
of Charles Dickens. - 

When Charles Dickens, greatest 
of English novelists, died in 1870, he 
was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
and multitudes filed past his grave 
to honor one who, as they thought, 
had expressed and himself had illus- 
trated their ideals. He represented 
all the proprieties; he loved children, 
he reverenced womanhood, he wor- 
shiped the home. 

Yet some at least of the officials 
who arranged or permitted the in- 
ferment in the Abbey must have 
known the truth. The home of Dick- 
ens’ boyhood had been wretched, but 
not nearly so unhappy as the home 
he made for himself at the height 
of his success. It was no secret that 
his father was improvident, and for 
a time had been imprisoned for debt. 
What had been successfully concealed 
was the fact that his maternal grand- 
father was an embezzler and a fugi- 
tive from justice. Furthermore, 
Charles Dickens had a penchant for 
losing his heart to young women. 

His wife, the mother of most of 
his children, strongly resembled 
Dora, the ineffective bride of David 
Copperfield. Dickens got tired of her, 
but she didn’t die young, like Dora 
in the story. He left her for an ac- 
tress, Ella Ternan, who obligingly 
bore him a son out of wedlock. After 
Dickens died, Ella married a clergy 
man and felt much better 

On his second visit to America, 
he avoided Chicago because his wife's 
brother had been there before him, 
and the newspaper reporters had the 
facts about his home life 

After his death, John Forster, 
loyal friend in the Victorian style, 
wrote his biography with the avowed 
purpose of portraying Dickens as his 
admirers wished to remernber him. 
To transmit this expurgated portrait 
to younger generations has been in- 
creasingly difficult since 1938, when 
three volumes of Dickens’ letters, 
awkwardly frank, were published, In 
the summer of 1939 Edmund Wilson 
pave what was probably the first 
complete and truthful version of 
Dickens’ life in some lectures at the 
summer session of Chicago Univer- 
sity. This material he published in 
the volume of literary studies called 
“The Wound and the Bow.” Una Pope- 
Hiennessey now breaks the news to 
the home folks in lengthly detail. 
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A story far more romantic and 
creditable was revealed by Harper 
and Legouis when they corrected the 
Victorian portrait of Wordsworth 
Wordsworth went to France in his 
youth and became a member of the 
Gironde. Along with his political 
ideals, which were revolutionary, he 
developed a magnificent devotion for 
Annette Vallon, who was a Royalist.

EATH has come to countless men 
and women munition workers 
since the early Chinese headed 
mankind toward its eventual self. 
extermination by inventing and 
utilizing gunpowder. 

But no stranger deaths have 
been recorded than those of the 
two men who thus far have lost 
their lives in the making of Amer- 
ica’s horrendous atomic bomb. 

They paid the price of progress 
in a new and eerie field of experi- 

mentation. They died bizarrely of radio-active 
burns, their white corpuscles simply but terribly 
disappearing and their vital organs collapsing 
despite the finest medical care. 

Young Harry K. Daglian, Jr., of New London, 
Conn., was the first to go, as reported exclusively 
in a comprehensive article in The American 
Weekly on April 7. Experimenting alone at the 
Los Alamos, N. M., A-bomb assembly center, on 
the night of August 23, 1945, the young graduate 
of Purdue made one fatal mistake. A strong 
constitution enabled him to live into September. 

Dr. Louis‘ Slotin, 37, a Canadian physicist 
working at Los Alamos, was the second to die. 
He courageously exposed himself to the silently 
searing Gamma rays given off by a lump of 
fissionable material late last May. i 

Dr. Slotin died a week later, but because of 
his act a number of his associates are alive today. 
His sacrifice of himself was short, swift and dra.- 
matic. Noticing, with what must have been a 
veritable gush of horror, that the fissionable ma 
terial with which he and others were working 
had become terribly dangerous, Dr. Slotin fairly 
threw himself between it and his associates. 

His body took the brunt of the rays emanating 
eerily from the lead-like stuff. His associates 
escaped, some to spend weeks and others months 
in an Army hospital before being released. As 
for Dr. Slotin, the blunt language of the Army 
communique stated that he was doomed because 
“he took affirmative ac- 
tion.”

When Daglian died, most of the aspects of 
the A-bomb were listed as topmost secrets. The 
bomb-makers’ secret had been kept better than any 
other secret of a military nature had ever been 
protected before. They still lived in a world of 
strict hush-hush. Only a few of the most im- 
plicitly trusted bomb-makers had even been per- 
mitted to visit Los Alamos from the other plants 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., and Hanford, Wash. 

Secrets were so diligently guarded that an 
intelligence officer accompanied one of General 
Groves’ stenographers to a dentist’s office and 
stood over the young woman—to the consterna- 
tion of the dentist—while she had a tooth pulled. 
It seems that she had to take gas. Gas makes 
people talk. The intelligence officer was ready 
to clap a hand over her mouth if she started to 
babble about the bomb. 

It was in this general atmosphere that Daglian 
died and was taken back to New London for 
burial It was for the same reason that only 
the briefest notice of his death was released by 
the Manhattan Project. In life he was an honor- 
able worker. In death, it was feared, he might 
Symbolize and his body reveal some carefully pro- 
tected phase of the great secret.

But we 
refrained, for we have a strong conscience about 
using any weapon which has a cumulative or 
lingering effect on an enemy. 

We were hesitant to make known the fact 
that an exploding A-bomb gives off billions of 
radio-active rays, capable not only of killing or 
dooming all within close range but capable also 
of making the ground, water and other objects 
near the blast untouchable for some time. 

Manhattan Project spokesmen were of a mind, 
at the start, to call the A-bomb just a super-bomb 
capable of exploding with the force of 20,000 tons 
of TNT. When Prof. Harold Jacobson, Univer- 
sity of Chicago physicist who worked on the 
project, wrote a newspaper article suggesting 
that the ground around the New Mexico test of 
the bomb and at Hiroshima, might be “poisoned” 
for perhaps 70 years, Government officials or- 
dered him to issue what amounted to a retraction. 

Jacobson had presumed that the bombs in 
question had exploded upon contact with the 
earth. As a matter of fact, the New Mexico 
bomb was detonated atop a 100-foot steel tower 
and the other two considerably higher. 

Yet the desert beneath the New Mexico bomb 
was pressed into a huge saucer. The heat was 
so appalling that it turned the sand into a vast 
jade-like dish, and—a year later—the particles of 
“jade” are still dangerous to keep in one’s pocket. 

The Navy was making some startling studies 
at Nagasaki, while Daglian was dying, but the 
findings were not released until the following 
February. Comdr. J. J. Timmes, naval medical 
officer, conducted research at an improvised hos- 
pital, once the Chinkozen Primary School. 


ORE than a month after the explosion of the 

Nagasaki bomb he found that X-ray films 
buried in the Nagasaki dirt showed some signs of 
radiation. Burns had appeared on scorces of Japa- 
nese aS many as five days after the blast. Many 
surviyors of the explosion lost their hair and 
teeth. Bone marrow of those heavily exposed 
evaporated. The normal white blood-cell count 
runs from 5,000 to 9,000 per cubic millimeter. 
But some Japanese examined by Commander 
Timmes showed counts of only 1,000. 

Blood-filled blisters, medically called Petechiae, 
were found everywhere. Many cases of. hemor- 
rhages were reported. One exposed Jap’s liver 
was enlarged. Urinalysis showed red blood cells, 
bile, casts and albumin. Examined tongues were 
glossy and smooth, with bleeding ulcers and ex- 
cessive saliva. Curiously, many died from pneu- 
monia,. Timmes found. 

Actually, however, the careful study by Amer- 
ican medical:missions will disclose that the num- 
ber of deaths resulting directly from radioactivity 
was relatively small. 

In short, we had developed a bomb so stagger- 
ing that many high-ranking officers were frankly 
opposed to it. yen. George C. Marshall, then 
Army Chief of Staff, personally directed that no 
more atomic bombs be 
dropped on Japan, after Naga- 
saki, until the Japs had been 
given at least a month to 
consider that stupendous blow. 

Now, with the Bikini tests 
and other releases, there is 
no effort to conceal the radio- 
activity of the bomb. Indeed, 
for every A-bomb § scientist 
who went to Bikini there 
were six or eight working 
thoughtfully in U. S. labora- 
tories attempting to harness 
the baleful rays of uranium- 

235 and plutonium and make

them work for good in medicine, not bad in war. 

With the raising of at least that curtain 
shrouding the fabulous bomb and its intricately 
produced ingredients, more details pertaining to 
the deaths of Daglian and Slotin can be revealed. 

Unlike any other explosives, U-235 and plu- 
tonium explode in bulk. They need no firing pin, 
no burning fuse. Lumped in a certain size no 
power on earth could force either U-235 or plu- 
tonium to go off. But let that lump be increased 
beyond a critical mass—and the weight of the 
mass still is jealously guarded—no power on 
earth could keep the mass from exploding. 

At an intermediary stage, somewhere between 
the harmless, small size and the fantastically 
combustible large size, the mass of U-235 or 
plutonium magically becomes radio-active. It 
gets hot, physically and figuratively. It will not 
explode in that condition unless it is added to. 

Yet it can bring death, as it brought death 
to Daglian and Slotin. 

According to one scientist close to the tragedy, 
Daglian, nervily conducting an experiment after 
hours, accidentally dropped a small piece of fis- 
sionable material on a larger pile of the matter. 

As evil luck would have it, the fallen piece 
stayed in contact with the already assembled 
mass, increasing the bulk of the mass and step- 
ping up its power from harmless to “hot.” 

An unearthly blue glow formed around the 
mass of fissionable material on which the dropped 
piece rested. ‘he whole mass began to quiver 
as if alive. Harry Daglian might have saved 
himself if he had run immediately. But he knew 
that it might imperil colleagues tremendously 
valuable to the project. 

kor he knew that whoever ventured near that 
blue glow would be unwittingly signing his 
death warrant. The young scientist must have 
thought of many things in those next few ter- 
rible moments. 

But there was no indecision in his act. Harry 
Daglian chose to sacrifice himself. He reached 
his sensitive fingers into the blue glow and lifted 
the piece that had dropped. Then he straightened 
up and walked to the clinic, and dispassionately 
related his tragedy. There was not a mark on 
his body. Yet he knew, and the shocked doctor 
knew, that he would die. 

The Army, secretive but highly sympathetic, 
arranged for Daglian’s closest relatives to be 
flown to Santa Fe and taken in to the intensely 
guarded area where the United States harbored 
a weapon which, in the hands of the enemy, 
could have destroyed us. When Harry died, his 
secret died with him. Neither his mother nor 
his sister heard anything but pleasantries from 
the doomed boy. 

If there was less secrecy in the case of Dr. 
Slotin, the sympathy was just as strong as in 
Daglian’s case. General Groves’ smooth and 
silent operatives first rushed Slotin’s parents by 
air from Winnipeg to the bedside of their dying 
son, Louis. 

Dr. Slotin was an Orthodox Jew. When he 
died on the.morning of May 31, the Army saw 
to it that the body was flown to Winnipeg in 
order to be buried before sundown. “He took 
affirmative action,” brusque as it sounds, is a 
fitting epitaph for a brave man. 

Four men exposed to radiation along with 
Slotin spent two weeks in the Los Alamos Hos- 
pital: Pfc. Patrick J. Cleary, 20, of New York 
City; Marion E. Gieslicki, 23, of Pittsburgh; Theo- 
dore Periman, 23, of New Orleans, and Dr, Rauner 


E. Schreiber, 36, of Lafayette, Ind. 

Three other scientists Dr. Alvin C. Graves, 
37, Washington, D. C.; S. Allan Kline, 26, of Chi- 
cago, and Dwight S. Young, of Oswego, III. 
remained under close observation and hospital 
care for 4% months. 

Dr. Graves was the most seriously affected 
of the men Dr. Slotin saved. Much of his hair 
that fell out, as one curious aspect of his ex- 
posure, is growing back. Graves and all others 
were constantly tested for possible destruction 
of their white corpuscles. 


ACCEPTED ways of treating this newest dis- 
order of the atomic era are liver extract injec 
tions, Pentnucleotide (a yeast preparation which 
increases white blood cell count), blood plasma and 
penicillin. 

These treatments, and certain others which 
must remain a secret, are now being given to the 
pigs, goats and rats who managed to survive the 
two Bikini tests long enough to be returned to 
U.S. clinics. 

That these treatments are of top-ranking im- 
portance, no one can question. Nowhere on the 
horizon is there a suitable defense mechanism for 
use against the A-bomb, and since all major pow- 
ers will have bombs by the early 1950's, we must 
devise at least the proper medical treatment of 
creatures attacked by the awful force. It is the 
traditional military problem of searching for a 
defense against even one’s own perfected weapon. 

If there are A-bomb wars in the future—and 
the only thing which will prevent them is a change 
in human nature— tte nation whose public health 
is mostly quickly restored after an attack is the 
nation which will survive longest. 

“Their deaths were more than courageous 
acts,”” General Groves told the writer in com- 
menting on the loss. “It is sad but true that 
nothing as huge as this project has ever been 
achieved without sacrifice. ‘That is the price of 
progress. From their deaths will come new 
ways of dealing with the new and tremendous 
forces which these men, and others, have helped 
to release.”

How did this happen? 

According to the history given in 
the New Testament Christ was born 
at Bethlehem when Herod the Great 
yet ruled over Judea and when Quir- 
inius, the (,overnor of Syria, 
took up his first census. In order to 
find the date of the birth of Christ

date just as yours or mine. It must 
be settied in relation to other events. 
If I told you that I was born when 
my father was 3) years old and my 
mother 28, that will help you only if 
you know when my father was 30 
and mother 28. 

We know that Christ was born 
shortly before the death of Herod the 
Great. But when did Herod die? 
‘The answer must come from the gen- 
eral history of the world. 

The man who set the chronology, 
i.e. time-scale, of the Christian Era 
was a scholar of the sixth century 
A. D., Dionysius Exiguus, or. “Dtony- 
sius the Little,” so-called because of 
his small size. Being a devout Cath- 
olic, to him the central date of the 
history of mankind was the date of 
the birth of the Redeemer. 

Hie was quite a learned man, but 
the historical material he had at his 
disposal could not compare with 
what we have-today. He did the best 
he could with the facts of Roman, 
Greek and Hebrew history he had at 
hand and, all things considered, did a 
fine But he missed out quite 
certainly by at least four, if not eight 
years. Why? Because we know now 
with certainty that Herod the Great 
died in 4 B.C. according to our pres 
ent A.D. reckoning 

Pick up the Gospel of St. Matthew 
for the relationship between the birth 
of Christ and Herod. We read (2:1): 
“When therefore Jesus was born in 
jethliehem of Judea in the days of 
King Herod, behold there came

wise 
men from the Last to Jerusalem, say 
ing: ‘Where is he that is born king 
of the Jews’?” So Herod was alive 
then. When did he die? 

We know from a study of the 
great Jewish historian Josephus that 
when Herod died there was an eclipse 
of the moon and the only eclipse that 
fits in with all other data is that-of 
March 12-13 in the year of Rome 750 
which year tallies with 4 B.C. (You 
will recall that the Romans dated 
everything before and after “the 
building of the city”.) Therefore this 
present year 1946 A.D. is certainly 
1950 at least. Is it more? 

Christ was born before Herod's 
death. How long before? We have 
two clues. One from St. Matthew 
again. Herod was an insanely sus- 
picious and jealous king and feared 
all rivals, whom he put to death. 

- ‘Thus he killed two princes of the 
great Macchabean family, his own 
father-in-law, three of his own sons, 
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The Nativity—Was It in 4 B. C., 6 B. C. or Even 8 B. C.? 


and Mariamne, the only one of his 
wives he really loved. 

So this “king of the Jews” fired 
Herod’s brain and “sending, he killed 
all the men children that were in 
Bethlehem and in the borders thereof 
from two years old and under, accord- 
ing to the time which he had. dili- 
gently inquired of the wise men.” 

Maybe the “two years” was a 
large margin of security for the cruel 
king’s fear. So we have only a prob- 
ability from this clue and not a cer- 
tainty that we ought to push back the 
birth of Christ to 6 B.C. 

Any other clue? Yes, a definite 
one if only our Roman history would 
settle the date. St. Luke tells us 


Mary and Joseph went 
Bethlehem for the tax en- 
rolment which “was first made by 
Quirinius, the governor of Syria.” 
That is very precise if only we couid 
fix the date of that enrolment. It 
seems to have occurred in the year 
6 B.C. or 8 B.C., probably the former. 

So there we have it in rough out- 
line, leaving the tangled background- 
history to scholars. 

This year then is definitely not 
1946 A.D. It is certainly 1950 A.D., at 
least. It may be 1952 or 1954 A.D. 

What are we going to do about it? 
Nothing just at present, for we need

down to 


more knowledge about Quirinius. Will 
that come? Maybe if we find histori- 
cal documents now missing. If we 
ever do find these and date the census 
of Quirinius exactly—will we then do 
anything? I doubt it.. It would mean 
changing almost every date in his- 
tory and I doubt that men in general 
are so precisely scholarly to want 
to go to all that trouble. 

So you’re at least four years older 
than you were; though on second 
thought you're not, since you were 
born at least four years after you 
thought you were.

“For the average Egyptian girl, childhood was 
brief,” says Professor Desroches-Noblecourt, 

“Fathers considered their daughters marriage 
able at eight,” she reports, “and a suitable husband 
was selected. Marriage, it appears, didn’t involve 
a religious ceremony, probably because it was felt 
that the gods should not be asked to concern them- 
selves with anything so commonplace. 

“The father of a bride simply would conduct 
her, along with many rich gifts borne in public 
procession, to the home of the groom. The groom, 
for his part, would provide a lavish feast, to which 
guests would bring presents. 

“A civil contract often gave the bride dower 
right of one-third of the joint marital property.” 

After the wedding the father occupied a see. 
ondary place in the life of his daughter, but he 
didn’t hesitate to arrange a divorce or cemand 
punishment of an unworthy son-in-law. 

Most Egyptian women, howevcr, seem to have 
been blessed in their conjugal lives. 

Husbands treated them as equals. 

Married couples in ancient Egypt spent their 
leisure hours in each other’s company. One can 
see them in paintings and reliefs, says Professor 
oesrociies-Noblecourt, sailing togeiher on the lake 
in their own park. ‘Together thcy attended the- 
atrical spectacles, religious and ofiicial ceremonies.

AY up in the Great Smoky 
Mountains of North Carolina, 
there’s a happy land where 
Christrmas is celebrated twice in each 
community. 

One observance, is on the Christ- 
mas Day marked by the calendar and 
the other is on the day marked by 
the annual Yuletide visit of Major 
Cecil Brown of the Salvation Army. 

This year Major Brown will play 
Santa Claus for the 12th consecutive 
time to 200 farmer families in seven 
mountain communities, making the 
journey on foot, horseback or in 
her car. 

In that backwoods country of 
Some 50 square miles near Waynes- 
ville, N. C., Christmas will last a 
week, because it takes the intrepid 
and atiractive Major seven days to 
visit the seven communities. For the 
Same reason, each community will 
have its double celebration—the reg- 
ular and another when Major 
Cecil gets there. 

Upon arriving in each little settle 
ment.-they all have names with a 
tang of pioneer America: Little 
Creéek, Maple Springs, Shelton Laurel, 
Bonnie Hill, Cold Springs, Max Patch, 
Big Bend—the Major will set up a 
Christmas tree and decorate it with 
native ivy, mountain laurel and moss. 

When the families gather around, 
the handing out of presents will be- 
gin. ‘These gifts, as in previous 
years, have been carefully selected 
and wrapped up weeks before the 
event by the tireless Cecil and her 
aides at the Maple Springs Commu.- 
nity Center, the Major’s self-erected 
headquarters. Great care is taken 
that no person gets the same gift 
twice. 

Gifts come from “everything in 
the catalog,” as the Major puts it. 
She says she has the hardest time 
with men.

URING Don Meade’s turbulent 
'D career as a jockey, he has com- 
mitted practically every racing 
sin in the book against the public and 


his fellow riders. But when he made 
the mistake of transgressing once 
against a turf official, they threw the 
book at him. Now Donald has en 
listed the aid of another book, Black- 
stone by name, in the hope of 
squaring this, the 26th and last rap, 
of his 16 stormy years on the turf. 

Dangerous Don got back in the 
saddle again after being caught deal- 
ing with a Miami gambling ring and 
betting against his own mounts. He 
was forgiven when found guilty of 
collusion with another jockey at 
Churchill Downs. 

Twice, he was fired for 
his horse after a race. 

In 1933, he engaged in a fist and 
whip duel with Jockey H.-W. (Herb) 
Fisher during the Kentucky Derby 
but escaped with a 30-day suspension. 

He has. been fined often for 
striking other jockeys with his whip. 
But when he used abusive language 
to a racing official at the Mexico 
City track in March, 1945, he com- 
mitted the turf’s unpardonable sin. 

Meade could have been a turf idol 
had he backed up his unusual ability 
with good judgment, both in his 
riding and selection of associates. 

When Col. E. R. Bradley was 
alive, Meade had a powerful friend 
at court. Now that the Colonel is 
gone, Meade has given his “squaring” 
business to a Mouthpiece who has 
committed another offense in the 
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Turf’s Code by taking the case to the 
civil courts after a joint session of 
State Racing Commissioners’ and 
Jockey Club stewards, racing’s high- 
est court of appeals, turned him down. 

Meade’s special talent for getting 
into trouble asserted itself within a 
week after the Jockey Club in New 
York licensed him on April 25, 1933. 
On May 1, at Churchill Downs, he 
was suspended for five days for im.- 
peding contenders. ‘That left him 
eligible to ride in the Derby on 
May 6, in which he was booked to 
ride Brokers Tip for Colonel Bradley. 

Head Play, ridden by Jockey 
Fisher, led for most of the route but, 
as they turned into the stretch, 
Meade took Brokers ‘Tip to the in 
side and, when impeded, started his 
battle with Fisher. The two lads 
lashed each other with their whips, 
threw punches and locked legs as 
they fought for an advantage. 

In the most amazing spectacle the 
classic has produced in all its 71 
years, the two contenders galloped 
down the home stretch -neck and 
neck, as their jockeys battled it out 
from their saddles. In the last few 
strides, Meade sent Brokers Tip out 
in front by a neck and won Colonel 
Bradley his fourth and last Derby. 
Meade and Fisher were suspended.

Meade started off 1935 by getting 
suspended during the first Tropical 
Park meeting for rough riding. Dur- 
ing Tropical’s March meeting, he was 
restricted to riding only Colonel 
Bradley's string, for unsatisfactory 
performances on outside mounts. On 
All Fools’ Day, Don was fined $100 
for lashing Jockey Wayne Wright 
with his whip. At Churchill Downs’ 
spring meeting, Don was set back on 
his heels again for rcugh riding. 

That was all minor, compared 
with the jam Donald got into the 
following winter at Miami. Officials 
of the Florida Racing Commission, 
suspicious of Meade’s performances 
and the company he was keeping, 
had him tailed and tapped his phone. 

Transcripts of Meade’s’ ‘phone 
conversations revealed that he placed 
bets on mounts other than his own. 

Qn March 3, Meade was sus 
pended by the Hialeah stewards for 
unsatisfactory riding. Six days later, 
the Florida Racing Commission re 
voked his jockey license. 

He was finally reinstated Dec. 19, 
1938, leaving him free to apply for a 
riding license in other states where 
he had been automatically grounded. 

On January 7, 1939, he was fined 
$100 for striking Jockey Merrill with 
his whip at Tropical Park. The Hia 
leah stewards slapped a $50 fine on 
him on Feb. 9 for post disobedience. 

Meantime, pressure was being 
brought to bear on the Jockey Club 
to reinstate him in New York. And, 
sure enough, on April 11, his license 
was restored after Donald had prom- 
ised to be a good boy thenceforth. 

He was, too, until May 3, 1940, 
when he was fined $200 for crossing 
in front of Jockey Stout on Horton in 
a race at Jamaica. On July 29, Sara- 
toga stewards fined him $50 for 
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easing up his mount. Then at Tropi- 
cal Park, March 20, 1941, he was 
fined $100 for cutting over too 
sharply. Eight days later he was 
fined $200, for ignoring riding dates. 

His next fine was one for $25 for 
striking his mount, Ramillies, over 
the head after a race at Jamaica, 
April 20, 1942. On August 21, the 
Saratoga stewards assessed him $200 
for failing to keep his mount, Im 
peratrice, straight in the stretch. 

Meade was set down from Sep- 
tember 15 to 29, inclusive, for rough 
riding at Belmont September 12, as 
a result of which his mount was dis 
qualified. On October 19, he and 
Herbie Lindberg were suspended for 
collusion in the Correction Handicap 
for which _Meade’s mount was dis- 
qualified again. On October 28, Meade 
was suspended to December 21. 

The following spring, Don 
denied a renewal of his license. 

Klorida welcomed him in the 
meantime but fined him $100 for 
failure to fulfill engagements at 
Tropical Park, Jan. 2, 1945. Then 
came War _ Stabilizer James KF’. 
Byrnes’ ban on racing which sent 
Meade off to Mexico. 

On March 11, Meade was “set 
down five days for rough riding. Two 
weeks later, he became involved in 
an argument with the clerk of the 
scales at the Hippodrome of the 
Americas and became so abusive he 
was summoned to appear before the 
Mexican Racing Commission. 

The story is that Meade was to 
have been reinstated if he expressed 
repentance. Instead, he opened up 
with a tirade against Mexico and 
Mexicans that might have set the 
Good Neighbor Policy back a century 
if American racing officials hadn't 
hastened to assure the National 
Racing Commission that Meade spoke 
only for himself, not America.

The two-year 
weriod in between was lost, he told 
doctors, everything being wiped from 
his mind completely. 

His wife, Mrs, Esther Jackson, of 
Nashville, Tenn., had been notified 
officially of his death, but she had 
never given up hope. The sudden, 
electric news that he lived sent her 
spirits soaring. 

She wrote to him at the Wiesbaden 
hospital where the shrapnel, still im- 
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bedded near his eye, was removed. 

Was he really suffering from am 
nesia? Or was he just another faker? 

If the medical diagnosis upheld 
Jackson’s claim he would be _ sent 
home; if not, he would be charged 
with going AWOL. 

The if is important. There was a 
time when it was difficult to distin- 
guish between real cases of amnesia 
and the fakers. But not any more.

Pathological amnesia can be due to 
brain disease, injury or oxygen lack. 

A severe injury to the head, 
overdose: of “sleeping powders,” 
chronic alcoholism, poisonous effects 
of certain gases, suffocation can all 
lead to loss of memory. 

By eliminating both psychological 
and pathological amnesia, it is possi- 
ble to detect “feigned amnesia.” 

Prof. David Abrahamsen, Colum- 
bia University psyehlatrist, had to 
deal with a man who was suspected 
of having committed theft. The man 
denied having stolen anything. In 
the face of irrefutable evidence’ he 
claimed to have no memory of the 
unlawful act charged against him.

“I mean it,” insisted Hisashi Fujimura. “I.owe 
quite a lot of money to some gamblers, and I have 
learned that they are going to follow me aboard 
the Belgenlanc.” 

Fujimura, 38-year-old head of the Ashai Cor- 
poration, one of the largest silk importing houses 
in the United States, was reported to have uttered 
these words the day before he sailed aboard the 
ted Star liner Belgenland on a six-day pleasure 
jaunt with his daughter, Toshika, seven, and his 
pretty blond protegee, Mary Reissner. They de- 
parted on Aug. 8, 1931, Miss Reissner being listed 
on the ship’s registry as “Miss Dale, governess.” 

The free-spending Japanese had lived in this 
country 10 years, and was reputed to be worth 
$4,000,000. He owned a 50-acre, $150,000 estate in 
West Norwalk, Conn., where his wife and four 
children resided; another place in Rye, N. Y., 
which Miss Reissner occupied on cccasion; and 
he also had an apartment in New York City. 
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Sashi and Mary had been frequent companions 
since the spring of 1930, but there is no evidence 
to indicate that his wife, sole beneficiary of his 
$290,000 life insurance, ever knew of it before the 
fateful voyage. Or, having discovered it, that she 
intended to take any drastic steps. This is a 
mystery in which many questions can be asked 
but very few answered. 

Miss Reissner, 25, had been born Mary Lawley 
in Birmingham Ala., had married an actor named 
Pierre von Reissner,“had joined him in a vaude- 
ville act, had borne him a daughter, and then 
divorced him. That accomplished, she had turned 
the child over to her mother and come to New 
York, where she had worked as a showgirl] in the 
George White musical, “Flying High.” After Fuji- 
mura became interested in her, she abandoned 
her stage career. 

Much to her delight (and at times to her con- 
cern) money seemed inconsequential to the silk 
tycoon. This was especially noticeable when he 
was gambling. Any game of chance, whether 
crooked or straight, appealed to him, and he 
seemed able to lose with the ufmost equanimity. 
Miss Réissner once saw him lose $20,000 on the 
turn of a card. 

The man to whom he was said to have voiced

his fears the day before the Belgenland sailed on 
its round-trip pleasure cruise or “voyage to no- 
where’ was Dr. Joseph Safian, a Broadway plastic 
surgeon. Miss Reissner herself later recalled (Cit 
was said) that ‘her protector had pleaded with her 
not to let him out of her sight “because there was 
a certain man aboard,” 

It is perhaps worth noting that Fujimura. had 
not seen fit to cancel the trip. He may have 
wished to do so, and may have rejected the idea 
because of the damage to his Oriental pride. That 
is, to have canceled the trip would have meant 
an appreciable loss of “face.” 

Aboard the liner, Fujimura and his daughter 
occupied stateroom 62 on “A” deck, while Mary 
had No. 64, which connected with 62. As the ship 
steamed leisurely out to sea, then headed north- 
ward toward Halifax, the importer and his com- 
panion attended theatrical shows featuring pro- 
fessional entertainers who included Mildred Harris 
Chaplin, former wife of Charlie Chaplin. Fujimura 
drank copiously but did not gamble. 


N the surface, the pair seemed to get on very 

well together, but later there were reports 
suggesting differences. Jan Ribas, an artist who 
made a business of sketching passengers, and who 
occupied the room next to Miss Reissner, declared 
he frequently heard Fujimura banging on het 
door; and he heard them quarrel on occasion. 

Some other passengers might have been de- 
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ceived as to Mary’s status, but Daughter Toshika 
apparently was not, judging by one of the stories 
recounted after the trip. The child, it was said, 
had purchased a bottle of perfume, and a passenger 
had asked if the perfume was for her governess. 
“No,” Toshika was reported to have replied. “It 
is for my father's Sweetheart.” 


HE Belgenland touched at Halifax, then began 

the homeward leg. There was a pajama party, 
at which Mary appeared in an orange outfit while 
Sashi wore formal! evening dress. At another 
party, Lester Allen, a comedian, auctioned off a 
union suit for the benefit of the Seamen's Fund. 
Fujimura did not attend but Mary did, and got 
the suit. The garment gave promise of being quite 
a souvenir. A noted artist drew her picture on the 
garment and various celebrities autographed it. 
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There was another party on the night of Aug. 
13-14, which Fujimura did not attend, either. 

According to Miss Reissner, she last saw him 
at 1 a. m., when she left him to join the other 
merry-makers. Other passengers also said they 
saw him about that time, but the captain, J. H. 


Doughty, testified he saw Fujimura at about 
2:45. No one reported seeing him after that. 

“I was going along ‘A’ deck when I noticed him 
standing in a small side corridor which led toward 
his stateroom,” Captain Doughty related. “He was 
talking to someone in low tones but I could not 
discern what he was saying, nor could I see the 
other person. I noticed that Fujimura was dressed 
in evening clothes.” 

The party broke up at 4, and Miss Reissner 
went to her room. The lights in Fujimura’s room 
were out but the door was open, and she believed 
that he was lying in bed asleep. She did not 
check on this, but undressed and went to bed. 

By this time the Belgenland was approaching 
New York; it was due to dock at 7:30 or 8 a. m. 

At 6, a steward knocked at stateroom 62, as 
Fujimura had requested. The steward discovered 
that Toshika was there—she had gone tc bed at 10 
and slept through the night-——but the other bed in 
the room seemed not to have been slept in. 
Toshika did not know where her pava was; nor 
did Mary Reissner. 

The ship arrived at its pier in the North River, 
and presently it was searched without result. 
Federal men came aboard; also Harry C. Melick, 
the vanished importer’s attorney. Unsubstantiated 
reports began to pile up, including one about a 
struggle in Miss Reissner’s stateroom at about 
2 a. m., when the Belgenland was about 39 miles 
off Ambrose Light. Screams had been heard, it 
was said, and shortly afterward four men and a 
girl had gone on deck. 

Miss Reissner retreated into seclusion at the 
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importer’s New York apartment. An attorney 
speeking fom her que ed her as saying, “The 
whole thing has made me ill.” He also quoted her 
as denying kriowledge of any brawl! that might 
have led to Fujimura’s unaccountable disappear- 
ance. She demed that he had been afraid of any 
one on board: he had merely stated, she said, that 
there was somebody aboard that he knew, 

Later Miss iLeissner revealed that during the 
first three days of the trip Fujimura had been 
“drunk and lonely,” and that he had been some- 
what piqued on the last night, when she told him 
she was going to the party. 

The missing man’s company made haste to 
offer $5,000 reward for his recovery, dead or 
alive. This proved as fruitiess as every other effort 
during the investigation. 

Then it developed that a Fujimura bank 
account had slumped from $333,414.65 on March 1 
to $2.65 on Aug. 8. What did this signify? First 
reports had it that he had been paying out large 
sums to blackmailers,; who had eventually dis- 
posed of him in some effective manner, but it 
was fairly well established that he had lost most 
of this money in gambling. His business associates 
insisted that such a loss meant little or nothing 
to a man of Fujimura’s wealth. 

Meanwhile, the youngest Fujimura child, a 
three-year-old daughter, had been taken to a hos- 
pital suffering from a heart ailment, and she had 
died at 7 a. 1n., Aug. 14, just before the Belgen- 
land ‘docked. Six days later, Mrs. Fujimura gave 
birth to an eignt-pound daughter. 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” said Edward 
I. Aranow, Assistant U. S. Attorney, on Aug. 27, 


“that Fujimura was murdered, and it is reasonably 


certain that the motive was extortion.” 

He had information, he said, that four men, 
including two extortionists, had spent a month at 
Norwalk, Conn., keeping Fujimura under sur- 
veillance. It was his belief, he continued, that the 
two extortionists boarded the Belgenland at Hali- 
fax, and, carrying false Department of Justice 
badges, attempted to blackmail Fujimura via 
threats to prosecute him under the Mann Act. 
Failing in this (still according to his version) and 
being threatened with exposure and long years in 
prison, they had tossed him overboard, 

No evidence was ever found to support Mr. 
Aranow’s theory. 

A week or so after the Belgenland returned to 
New .York, Thomas Riley, a taxi driver, came 
forward and asserted that he had seen Fujimura 
alive and well days and days after the voyage!

He said that, a few hours after the vessel 
docked, a woman and a Japanese child got into 
his cab at International House on upper Riverside 
drive, that the woman directed him to 124th st., 
where 2 man got into the cah, and that they then 
proceeced to S6th st., near Sixth ave. He Said 
that the child had been Toshika Fujimura but 
that the woman had not been Mary Reissner. 

Six days later, Kiley comtinued, he saw Hisashi 
Fujimura come out of International House, sii\

same man who had joined Toshika and the 
woman, and that both kept their hands in their 
coat pockets, as though they had guns leveled at 
the importer. 

“Fulimura said he wanted to be driven to 
Norwalk,” Riley related. “I told him I didn't want 
to make such a long trip, so the three of them 
went away.” 

This story could not be substantiated. 

On Sept. 8, United States Attorney George Z. 
Medalie announced that the federal authorities 
were washing their hands of the Fujimura case. 
“The government's interest,” he said, “was to de- 
termine what evidence, if any, existed to support 
a belief that Mr. Fujimura was the victim of a 
murder or that any other crime had been com- 
mitted on the high seas. A careful survey of all 
the evidence fails to furnish any such proof.” 

On Oct. 5, an expensive wallet, stamped with 
the missing man’s name, was found by a work- 
man atop a wardrobe in a flat on W. 35th st., 
Manhattan. The wallet was not covered with dust, 
as were other objects near by. It developed that 
the apartment was unrented and that the most 
recent occupant had been a woman named Pear! 
Anderson, who had moved out about six weeks 
before. This woman could not be found. 

Attorney Melick said that the wallet, like 
many others, had been presented by Fujimura’s 
company at a banquet two years before. He said 
that Fujimura had never used it but had tossed it 
aside among his effects after the dinner. 

This clue, too, led nowhere. 

Two months later, on Dee. 3, Mrs. Fujimura 
and her children left New York for their home. 
land. Reporters asked her if she cared to say an) 
thing about her husband’s disappearance. She said 
she did not, and she parried all questions with 
inscrutable shrugs.

UNT Meet Stew came into being when I had to feed 
a lot of hungry Hunt 


Race Meeting fans. We 


couldn't “put on the dog” and decided that the best 
way to feed about 30 people quickly and to capacity was 
to feed ‘em stew. We started with a four-gallon preserve 
kettle almost level full with 35 pounds of the concoction, 


and wound up with an 
empty caldron and a re- 
quest for an annual Meadow 
Brook Stew Party and for 
the recipe, which, when 
read, seemed to be in error 
because of the amount of 
one ingredient——onions. 

We used 10 pounds of 
beef stew meat, 10 (ten) 
pounds of onions, 5 pounds 
of potatoes, 3 bunches of 
ecarrcts, 3 large cans of to 
matoes, % cup of ketchup, 
% cup of Worcestershire 
sauce, 4 tablespoons of pre- 
pared mustard, salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Cut the meat into 1'¢-inch 
cubes, ieaving on some fat 
for flavor. Put into kettle 
with the onions and siminer 
in the tomatoes and a like 
amount of watcr. Boil si >w- 
ly for three hours, adding 
water if necessary. ‘Then 
add qua: teied potatoes, car- 
rots and seasonings, and 
continue cooking for an- 
other 60 minutes.

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oS Stitch DV\ Bead of nia

HAT new suit or frock 

will wear better and 
longer if it is given some 
strengthening stitches as 
soon as it comes from the 
store. Many ready-made 
garments, especially in 
these days, need . reinforc- 
ing at seams, hems, plack- 
ets, pockets, edges and 
fastenings. A few minutes 
of advance stitching may 
save hours of mending 
later. 
Before wearing the gar- 
ment, give it a “once-over” 
to see where it is weak. 
Look at the seams to see 


if the stitching is uneven or 
loose. If so, it will not hold 
well and should be _ re. 
stitched. Seams cut too 
close are likely to fray or 
pull out. Overcast raw 
edges, or run machine 
stitching near the edge and 
then overcast. Armhole 
seams often pull out be- 
cause the stitching is loose 
or the seam allowance too 
narrow. Reinforce arm- 
holes by a double row of 
stitching, one row a fourth 
inch inside the other. If the 
fabric frays easily, over- 


cast the edges first thing. 

Hems usually need atten- 
tion because they often are 
loosely sewed or simply 
basted. Try -on the gar- 
ment to see that the skirt 
hahgs evenly and is of the 
right length. ‘Then re-hem 
with secure stitches and 
strong thread. 

Tape applied underneath 
at points that get special 
strain will save breaks and 
mending later. Strain on 
plackets comes at the end, 
and a strip of tape sewed 
underneath is advised. 
Strain on pockets comes at 


the upper corners. ‘Tape 
stitched underneath the top 
line of the pocket prevents 
torn corners. 

Once torn out, no button- 
hole ever looks truly neat 
again. Carelessly made 
buttonholes need to be re- 
worked with buttonhole or 
blanket stitch before they 
are used. Loose buttons 
and hanging snaps. and 
hooks also need firm stitch- 
ing before they are lost. 

Finally, catch all dang- 
ling threads which are like- 
ly to mean raveling later. 


Shopping Hint 


AVE you been looking 
for a simple, practical! 
way of drawing a cotton 
clothesline taut when it’s 
put up, as well as when it is 
filled with wet laundry? 


Clothesline Tightener 


A new device is now on 
the market which solves this 
problem for you. It is a cast 
aluminum “S” type hook 
through which the line.is 
threaded. A downward pull 
tightens the line easily and 
locks it securely. Should 
the line stretch after wet 


laundry has been hanging 
for a period, the slack can 
be taken up quickly by again 
pulling down on the free 
end of the line. This tight- 
ener is idea! for other uses 
too, such as tightening tent 
ropes, tennis or badminton 
nets, and all types of guide 
lines.
